While it is generally con- 
ceded that the number of cattle going into the 
dry lots for winter feeding will be lighter thie 
seaeon than last, this is considered a favor- 
able sign for the maintenance of the present 
Packers 


report the beef demand for home and foreign 


eatisfactory prices for fat cattle 
consumption most satisfactory and the de- 
mand for good cattle well finished is unueual- 
ly strong. It ie expected that while the num- 
her of cattle on dry feed for the winter will 
be less than last year, the quality will aver- 
age better, another factor toward maintain- 
ing the good prices, 

While the movement for sheep thus far has 
been rather lighter than last year up to thie 
time, the decrease in the movement being 
about 10 to 15 per cent., flockmasters are feel- 
ing independent and are holding prices pretty 
firm. In some sections the high prices have 
held the movement down to a low point. Mon- 
tana and Wyoming sheep have been moving 
very slowly. The high price asked for lambs 
has held many buyers back, but the move- 
ment thue far has been fairly good. Kansas 
and Nebraska promise to take fully as many 
as last year, and Missouri and Iowa are doub- 
ling last year’s record. Colorado will not 
take to exceed 60 per cent. of the number fed 
last year, because of the high prices asked. 
The demand thue far in Colorado and New 
Mexico has been remarkably active, but 
trades have hardly been as numerous ae a 
year ago, though at an advance over last 
year’s figures of fully 25 cents per head. 

The geod prices being received for wool 
has made flockmasters rather indifferent and 
the large amount of rough feed in the corn 
States is said to be largely responsible for 
the increased demand from these sections. If 
present conditions continue, the number of 
lambe and sheep moved from the Western 
ranges this fall will fall fully 20 per cent. be- 
low last fall’s movement. 

The eearcity of cattle on the ranges of the 
West has made good grazing during the sum- 
mer, and both sheep and lambs are coming 
out in better condition than usual. The ex- 
pected demand from New England and Exzet- 
ern farme for stock sheep has not been as 
heavy as expected. Good ewes, both lambs 
and yearlings, are offered more freely than a 
year ago, though flockmasters still show a 
leaning towards keeping the breeding sheep 
on the range. 

There ceems to be more American beer go 
ing to the Philippines than beef or pork 
Since Admiral Dewey changed the complex- 
ion of the map in Eastern parts a most pet 
s‘stent thirst seems to have settled on Ma 
nila, But liquids have no basis: like solids.

The lessened production of cattle, sheep and 
hoge every year in Germany is but a part of 
a natural evolution which is working its way 
out and which seems to us ‘to preecribe that 
the greater part of Europe must in time draw 
ite food supplies from this country. This view 
of the situation has now more basis and more 
logic to sustain it than ever, because there 
is & meat famine in Germany. The extent 
of this famine may be inferred from the fact 
that American exports of beef and pork prod- 
ucts to that country for the eight months 
ending August last were about nine times 
greater than the corresponding period of 187, 
aud that despite these figures dog meat and 
horeeflesh is sold openly in the German mar 
ket. The situation indeed has become so 
tense that all barriers and embargoes may hk 
broken down at any time and the German 
market opened as it should have been long 
ago.

Machines for Coating Fertilizer Bags. 


The Messrs. C. H. Dempwolf & Co., of 
York, Pa., have lately completed a machine 
for coating fertilizer bags with paraffine. The 
machine consists of a wrought iron tank

taining a steam pipe coil for melting the wax.

High Prices and Increased Meat 
Imports in Germany. 


Vice Consul General Dean B. Mason, at 
lrankfort, Germany, writes as follows: 

The great increase in the price of meat that 
has taken place this year in Germany has 
produced a powerful agitation against the 
high duties and numerous restrictions, by 
which the Government has nearly stopped the 
importation of live. animals and greatly in- 
creased the price of meat products. 

The increase in the price of meat has been 
such that there has been a decided decrease 
in the amount consumed. As an example may 
be cited the report from the Berlin slaughter- 
houses, according to which they received 50,- 
491 fewer animals in the year ending March 
31, 1898, than in the corresponding previous 
year. The marked rise in the prices of meat 
has only taken place since March 31, so that 
it is probable that there has been a still 
greater decrease in the supply of fresh meat. 

In spite of the high price of meat, the diffi- 
culties in importing live stock are so great 
that the steady decrease in the amount im 
ported has not been checked during the first 
seven months of the year, as will be seen by 
the following statistics: ;

A SLIGHTLY BBARISH TEMPER 
THROUGH LARGER RECEIPTS OF 
HOGS GIVING WAY TO THE IN- 
FLUENCE FROM THE GRAIN SIT- 
UATION—INCREASING SPECULA- 
TIVE INTEREST AND STRONGER 
PRICES—OUTWARD MOVEMENTS 
CONTINUING LIBERAL, BUT 
WOULD FURTHER ENLARGE 
WITH EASIER OCEAN FREIGHTS 
THE YELLOW FPVER' FRIGHT 
DISAPPEARING. 


Yellow fever has this week been an insigni 
ticant factor in any temporary development 
of weakness. There has been really no 
marked cause for alarm in any period of the 
sickness, since it developed late and was 
likely to be cut short through the near season 
to cold weather, while the intervening time 
would not have made very material difference 
in the distributions of supplies through the 
South, particularly as it had extended over a 
narrow stretch of territory in which the con- 
sumption was of a moredate order. But this 
week, with the frost over those sections South 
which had undergone most concern over a 
spread of the disease, quarantine laws are 
being relaxed, or have been entirely suspend- 
ed, and the movement of merchandise is in 
order. But in a general way the Southern 
trade has been very good for some time, 
while it has missed only the exceptional ac- 
tivity which had been counted up as_ prob- 
able in view of the flattering financial con- 
dition of the South through its large crops 
and despite their low prices. But within a 
day or two orders which had been suspend- 
ed over the more troubled sections South are 
being rushed along, and it is regarded as like- 
ly that the near future will open up even 
livelier wants all around in the South. The 
situation of the ocean freight market has not 
as yet been a very marked factor in hindering 
the outward flow of the products; it is quite 
probable that there would be more of a dis- 
position to make engagements ahead with a 
better supply of accommodation and less ex- 
treme rates, but most of the stuff now going 
out had had room provided for ahead, and 
the shipments are not as yet showing a loss 
from their previous full volume. It is the 
great pressure of provisions and grain, and in 
some degree cotton, that is mainly responsi- 
ble for the present scarcity of ocean tonnage, 
with the consequent full figures for it upon 
new engagements. Notwithstanding the fact 
that there has been no serious interruption io 
the export trade, and that there is some fall- 
ing off steadily in the stocks of the products 
ut the West, while the general supplies of 
the products West could be easily controlled 
for higher prices under normal speculative 
conditions, yet the fact remains that it is 1 
poor time of the year to expect concerted ac- 
tion for much better prices, and that so long 
as the receipts of hogs continue liberal the 
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effort will probably not be made for more 
than ordinary jumps upward, and as a short 
interest appears of sufficient importance to 
be squeezed. Yet it is beyond question that 
the movements out of the products more than 
equal any packing from the current supplies 
of the swine. Then again the speculation in 
the products continued of a very slack order 
until Thursday of this week, while when it 
showed itself at all, its drift up to that time 
was to the short side. The argument could 
have been made that this outside specylation 
was likely to awaken later on if the grain 
situation held along as satisfactory as then 
existed in its showing of enormous export out- 
lets, and which seemed probable, while on 
Thursday the further sharp advance in grain 
sent the outside speculators into figuring a 
little more extensively over the hog products 
as an investment and which sent prices high- 
er, while it found all around much more re 
served offerings over selling. But through 
November the marketing of hogs is expected 
to be of liberal volume, while the speculation 
will probably be of a cautious order until the 
situation all around is more clearly deter 
mined in the products, and the packers have 
more of a reason than at present to see them 
working permanently upon a much _ better 
line of prices. There had been more of a 
short interest made up to Thursday for the 
week than prevailing latterly, since the larg- 
er operators had leaned a little that way, but 
the degree of it had been less than usual for 
the time of year since it did not require much 
of a pressure to bring about an easy line of 
figures in the indifference of outsiders over 
speculating. But with the later development 
over the grain situation the shorts in the hog 
products were anxious to cover their con- 
tracts, while the receipt of hogs have on the 
whole been somewhat larger than in the pre 
vious year since the beginning of the packing 
It is doubtful if they have turned out 
any more of the products than then, as they 
have inelnded a larger number of lighter aver- 
age weights, with the farmers more concerned 
this season over marketing their pigs to avoid 
prevalence of sickness among them, while the 
distributions this year of the products have 
heen much larger than last season, and statis- 
tically here and in Europe the situation would 
invite decided more strength. The advices 
from the Continent and from the United 
Kingdom have represented well sustained 
and in instances even stronger markets, while 
that consumption there is brisk at the easy 
figures, with marketd confidence of its contin- 
uing of its present satisfactory order. 

The accession of Porto Rico to our territory 
is opening up a little business, but naturally 
the traders are net expecting more than a 
very moderate showing of orders from that 
quarter, but every source of demand counts 
with the New York cutters in the dull times 
in this quarter, and there is more or less 
counting upon the reviving distributions and 
most consideration is given the prospective 
Cuban demands. Just now there is essen- 
tially unimportant interest from that section 
upon the New York market, as Cuba had 
been largely supplied ahead, while the pros- 
pects are that it will be something over a 
month from now before much can be expected 
in the way of large orders. But that there is 
likely to be a marked awakening of Cuban de- 
mands before the new year, the general pro- 
vision trade is counting upon with confidence. 
and with the belief that it will have wider in- 


season. 


quiries than ever before from that direction 
for compound lard, pure lard and cut meats. 
The city trade with the mining regions has 
been very moderate, but pricés of meats with 
hogs have been relatively low and there has 
been no change in them this week. The ex- 
porters upon the New York market have been 
figuring with more reserve this week over 
all offerings, more particularly by reason of 
the scant offering of freight room and its high 
rates. 

The stocks of lard in New York on Oct. 15 
showed a slight increase; it added up 9,208 
tes, prime, 616 tes, off-grade, and 1,669 tes. 
stearine—total, 11,498 tes.; against a total of 
9,947 tes. Oct. 1, and 11,092 tes. Oct. 15, 
last year. 

The Chicago shipments of lard last week 
were nearly double those of the corresponding 
time last year, but nearly 3,000,000 Ib less 
of meats. They amounted to 15,951,124 tb 
lard (8,752,308 ID last year), 17,467,729 Ib 
meats (20,263,618 ID last year), 4,911 bbls. 
pork (5,632 bbls last year). 


Exports from the Atlantic ports last week 
were largely in excess of those of the cor- 
responding time in the previous year, as fol- 
lows: 5,261 bbls. pork (4,090 bbls. last year); 
18,942,447 ID lard (12,743,962 Ib last year); 
17,049,952 Tb meats (12,967,783 Ib last year). 

The aggregate exports of hog products from 
the United States for the nine months of the 
year ended Sept. 30 were 1,238,252,221 tb, 
against 1,046,895,170 Ib corresponding time 
last year, or an increase this year of nearly 
200,000,000 Wb. 

In beef the city tierced lots are likely to 
remain in small supply for the near future, 
as the packers to some extent had sold ahead 
on the late good English demand, while the 
higher prices now asked restrict demand. 
The barreled grades have a very good sale to 
near markets, while they are well sustained 
in pfice. City tierced extra India mess quot- 
ted $14.50@$15, and even to $16 asked; bar- 
reled at $8.50@$8.75 for mess, $9.25@$10 for 
packet, and family at $10.50@$11.25. 

For beef hams there is some improvement 
in the demands for car lots, as distributions 
have increased; quoted at $18.50@$19. 

Canned meats are taken up freely by home 
and export sources, as the prices are low 
enough for a liberal consumption. Corned and 
roast beef, 1-ID cans, at $1.10; 2-Ib do., at $2; 
4-ID do., at $3.90; 6-ID do., at $6.50; and 14-Ib 
do., at $14.

CATTLE.—Kansas City is indulging in a 
great many banner weeks and days. Last 
week we celebrated the largest amount of cat- 
tle that ever arrived in the yards during one 
week, being pretty close to 60,000; but of this 
number we had the pleasure of returning to 
the country some 904 cars of stockers and 
feeders, being the third largest amount on 
record—in all 30,128 head, or a little over one- 
half the entire receipts. With such large re- 
ceipts the market was remarkably steady; the 
best grades of stockers and feeders showed 
no decline; as far as killing cattle were con- 
cerned, the supply was not equal to the de- 
mand. The end of the week closed with fat 
cattle in short supply, selling at strong prices, 
1.345-Ib average going at $5.45. Native cows 
were in brisk demand, and the Westerns being 
only in fair supply, sold for 10c. higher than 
the opening of the week. The prices ranging 
about as follows: Western steers, 1,350-ID av- 
erage, sold as high as $4.90; some of 1,200-Ib 
average selling at $4.75. The highest, Wesi- 
ern cows of 1,150-ID average sold at $3.50. 
Western bulls of 1,033-Ib average $2.75. Fed 
Texas of 1,091-Ib average sold as high as 
$3.921%4. Southern cattle were in good de- 
mand and cows very strong; among the sales:

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Chicago Live Stock Review. 

Receipts of live stock here last week were: 
Cattle 44,442, calves 2,287, hogs 146,899, 
sheep 76,121, against 54,256 cattle, 1,968 
calves, 167,486 hogs and 64,248 sheep the 
week previous, 56,472 cattle, 2,253 calves, 
131,813 hogs and 77,191 sheep the correspond- 
ing week of 1897, and 57,983 cattle, 1,553 
ealves, 187,039 hogs and 91,961 sheep the 
corresponding week of 1896. 

Shipments last week were: Cattle 16,213, 
calves 883, hogs 25,628, and sheep 11,674, 
against 20,003 cattle, 603 calves, 27,304 hogs 
and 15,242 sheep the previous week, and 
18,499 cattle, 323 calves, 30,794 hogs and 
23,292 sheep the corresponding week of 1897. 

HOGS—Receipts of hogs so far this week 
have been greatly in excess of those for the 
same time last week, and there has been a 
fair decline on all grades of packing hogs. 
One reason for the increased receipts was the 
fact that every farmer who was within any- 
thing like hailing distance of Chicago shipped 
any hogs he could, and come with them for 
the purpose of seeing the great Peace Jubilee 
celebration. Monday's run of 38,129 proved 
sufficient to supply all the demands of the 
trade, and while the good to choice shippers 
were practically steady and light bacon 
grades 2% and 5 cents higher, all kinds of 
packing hogs were fully 5 cents lower, with 
many showing 10 cents decline from Satur- 
day’s best time. Little pigs sold largely at 
$3.40 and $3.50. Tuesday's receipts were 
estimated at 30,000. The market was active 
but generally 24% and 5 cents lower, light 
bacon grades $3.85 and $3.90, prime shipping 
$3.85 and $3.90, with a few at $3.9244; pack- 
ers $3.60 and $3.70, little pigs under 100 lbs. 
$3.40 and $3.50. Receipts to-day (Wednes- 
day) were 28,000, against 33,393 last Wednes- 
day, making a total of 95,815 for the first 
three days of the week, against 71,614 the 
same time last week, showing an increase of 
24,000 over last week. The market was act- 
ive and strong and 5c. higher. Very few 
were carried over. Packing hogs sold at 
$3.55@33.60 for rough, and $3.657@83.85 for 
good prime lots. 





CATTLE—There was quite a rally in prices 
for cattle early this week. After a week of 
meager supplies, buyers of nearly all classes 
were disposed to take hold with considerable 
freedom, but took advantage of the bountiful 
receipts on Monday to force prices a little 
lower than the close of last week. Quite a 
good many Westerns are still coming in. The 
outlook on the fat cattle market points to 


higher prices. As to the general cattle out- 
look we see no reason to change previously 
expressed views. There does not appear to be 
any big supplies of cattle ripening for the late 
fall and winter markets, movements are on 
foot looking toward expansion of our beef 
trade abroad and good prices seem to be in 
sight for an indefinite time, although tempo- 
rary breaks are very liable to occur at inter- 
vals in the future, as they have during the 
past three months. Receipts of cattle to-day 
were 12,000, making 37,339, so far this week, 
against 30,691 for the same time last week. 
The market was strong on all grades, and fat 
native steers sold fully 10 cents higher, with 
all other kinds a shade stronger. Top prices 
for veal calves was $6.50@$7.25. Stockers 
and feeders were steady and rangers sold 
strong. 

SHEEP—There was very little change in 
the market on either sheep or lambs toward 
the close of last week, with the exception of 
feeding lambs, which were in good demand 
and sold stronger, the bulk selling from $5@ 
$5.15, with feeding wethers from $4@$4.20 
Fancy native lambs last week sold as high 
as $6.35. Receipts so far this week are 5,500 
less than the same time last week. There 
was an active demand for sheep, and lambs 
sold stronger. 


Chicago Live Stock Notes. 


Chicago buyers are clearing out the North- 
western herds and prices are higher than have 
been paid in several years. Together with the 
large droves of cattle, over 200,000 sheep 
have been shipped to packers. A factor that 
has served to encourage stockmen to thin out 
their cattle and sheep is the lack of water on 
the ranges and the fear of a severe winter. 

Many farmers who are in attendance at the 
jubilee this week brought in live stock. 

Only 4,709 cars of live stock were received 
last week, against 5,551 cars the preceding 
week, and 5,282 cars the same week of 1897. 

Kansas City received 13,000 more cattle 
than Chicago last week. The receipts in the 
West are mostly thin range cattle, there be- 
ing very few ‘“‘fat” beef cattle. 

On Monday a lot of 1,180 Wyoming lambs 
averaging 52 pounds sold to a New York man 
for feeders at $5.10. This is the top notch so 
far for feeding lambs. 

The 146,899 hogs received here last week 
averaged 236 Tb. Average the previous week, 
235 Ib; a month ago, 241 Ib; two months ago, 
236 ID; a year ago, 245 ID; two years ago, 242 
ID; three years ago, 232 Tb. 

One reason why the supply of Texas cattle 
marketed seems to be smaller from year to 
year is that a great many Texans are now 
gradually worked into the feeding herds of 
other States and have completely lost their 
identity by the time they reach the markets. 

Charles Bowar, a cattle buyer of Mount 





Horeb, Wis., has disappeared mysteriously in 
Chicago and his friends fear that he has met 
with foul play, as he had a large sum of 
money in his possession when last heard of. 
Bowar came to Chicago Tuesday night of 
last week with three carloads of cattle, which 
he sold at the stockyards, receiving in pay- 
ment a draft for $2,200. This he had cashed 
at the Stockyards Bank at noon the next day, 
Wednesday. since when nothing has been 
heard of him. The police have been re 
quested to look for him. 

Cattle exports for eight months of 1898 
were 271,294 head, against 287,310 in 1897. 
The number of live hogs shipped abroad 
shows an increase. The figures for 1897 were 
10,116 head, which jumped to 52,859 in the 
current year. Sheep exports have fallen off. 
In 1897 they were 176,485 head, which fig- 
ures have been reduced this year to 150,447 
head. So much for cattle, sheep and hogs. 

It is estimated that of the 80,000 or more 
stock cattle that have been sent to the coun- 
try from Kansas City in the last three weeks, 
75,000 were rangers of some kind. 

From Omaha last week shipments of stock 
ers and feeders were 580 cars, the largest of 
the year. lowa got 300 cars. 

Of the 20,003 cattle bought for shipment 
out of this market last week, 2,813 head went 
for export account. 

There is a perceptible falling off in arrivals 
of cattle from the ranges—same is also no 
ticed in receipts of Western grass sheep. 

A new feature in the Western sheep busi- 
ness this year is a demand from the Eastern 
States for ewes for breeding purposes. Dur 
ing the depression of the wool and sheep in- 
dustry in recent years Eastern flocks were 
permitted to run down to a very low point. 
Under the present prosperous condition far 
mers are anxious to expand their flocks again, 
and the consequent demand for ewes, which 
the West will have to supply, will, it is esti- 
mated, require over 500,000 ewes to satisfy. 





To recever money which her husband is 
said to have lost in Board of Trade specula- 
tions in 1895 and 1896, Mrs. Ella Sandusky, 
of Danville, Ill., has begun suit for $135,000 
in the Superior Court here against the com 
mission firm of Geo. H. Sidwell & Co. Abra- 
ham Sandusky failed to bring action to re- 
cover within six months of the transaction, as 
required by statute, and the wife now sues for 


three times the amount lost. Mr. Sandusky is 
said to have lost $45,000 in the deal. He is a 
farmer in Vermilion County, in this State. 





The Board of Trade adjourned on Wednes- 
day in honor of the Peace Jubilee. The Board 
of Trade Building was very handsomely dec- 
orated, and, notwithstanding the bedraggled 
appearance of the decorations, for it rained 
all day Monday and Tuesday, the building 
never was in gayer attire, and was one of the 
most noticeable along the line of march.

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Chicago Provision Market. 


The provision market this week in dia- 
metric opposition to Chicago at large is by 


no means imbued with the universal spirit of 


activity and enthusiasm which encompasses 
everything else here. This is not to say that 
the market has fallen flat or even retrogaded 
perceptibly since our last report, but means 
simply that the local trade continues to pur- 
sue the even and almost featureless tenor 
of its way. The cash business still flourishes 
excellently, which remains the strongest bull- 
the market has fallen flat or even retrograded 
tinue to come in generous quantities. What- 
ever incipient indications there were last 
week of a little revival of speculation did not 
endure long, and during these days, as has 
been the case for a long time, outside inter- 
est fails to be a factor. The market has been 
more or less in sympathy with corn, which 
has inclined to firmness of late. Otherwise 
the excess of hog receipts would probably 
have worked its natural bearish effect. It is 
too late now for a real bull start and prices 
remain as steady as they do in the face of the 
premium of the present stocks over those of 
January, undoubtedly because of the firm 
on the October 
ribs. There has heen very little yellow fever 
talk this week, and the representative of a 
prominent local concern says that his house 
is shipping stuff right down- into Mississippi, 
the seat of the infection, without any trouble 
from the disease. The same person further 
adds that the daily newspapers are largely 
responsible for the unwarranted alarm caused 
by exaggerated reports of yellow fever in the 
South. The true situation, he 
greatly overdrawn by the press to the detri- 
ment of all kinds of business except that of 
yellow journalism. The export 
very good, especially that with England, al- 
though the foreigners are buying mostly as 
they consume and avoiding heavy purchases 
because they anticipate lower prices. And 
this seems to be the view taken by many well 
informed people. The price of hogs 
high, and when it does come down, as it must 
eventually, there is some likelihood that pro- 
visions may be depressed to a certain extent 
in sympathy.

The recent jubilee celebration over the 
opening of a new packinghouse at St. Joseph, 
Mo., brings to mind some interesting his- 
torical facts. The first attempt at pork pack- 
ing and the manufacture of pork products was 
by Davis Pinger, in 1853, the business flour- 
ishing for a time, when the house encoun- 
tered the competition of more advanced meth- 
ods at Chicago and elsewhere, and the fading 
out of sight of the enterprise. Along in 
1887-8 Sam W. Allerton, of Chicago, oper- 
ated a sort of packing business there for four 
or five years, and then sold out to Viles & 
Robbins, successors to the late P. L. Under- 
wood. Iw 1892 John Moran, a practical paeck- 
inghouse man, and the Moran Packing Com- 
pany built a new packing house and ran 
along until 1894 and failed, passing back to 
the Stockyards Company, from whom it was 
leased and occupied by Swift and Company, 
until the opening of their present plant, when 
it was sold to the G. H. Hammond Packing 
Company. In 1897 Swift and Company, of 
Chicago, bought a small plant, from which 
has been brought forth one of the most com- 
plete packing plants in the country, and the 
largest operated by the company outside of 
Chicago. In July, 1897, Nelson, Morris & 
Co., of Chicago, purchased a large block of 
the Stockyards Company, some 14 acres in 
extent, placed thereon a plant with a capacity 
of turning out 5,000 hogs and 2,000 cattle 
per day. The first stockyards was built and 
opened in 1887, but made no great headway 
in the way of business until 1896, when the 
company was reorganized; in 1897 the Swift 
people bought a controlling interest, and then 
the general business of live stock and packing 
began to attract the attention of the com- 
mercial world. It will be noticed that both 
the packing and live stock industry was in 
rather «a moribund condition until placed in 
a reviviscent state by Chicago men, methods 
und capital. 





Auction of Army Supplies. 


Lieut. F. H. Lawton, U. S.

These army supplies had gone bad, in a meas- 
ure, after being taken charge of by the Gov- 
ernment officers. Climate, distance and other 
circumstances caused this stock of degener- 
ated food, which went at good prices for stuff 
of its kind. It was purchased entirely by 
small dealers and private parties. 


Chicago Board of Trade Notes. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
received an inquiry as to the taxability of 
transactions in grain and provisions by mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade in Chicago before 
and after the regular Board of Trade hours 
in the office of the parties to such transac- 
tions, and also at times on the sidewalks and 
vicinity of the Board of Trade. The question 
of taxes on “puts” and “calls” is agitating 
the speculative trade more because of the rul- 
ing made in a New York case than because 
the revenue officials are “after” the Chicago 
traders in any way. The system of trading 
in the two markets is entirely dissimilar. 
There every “privilege” is a matter of con- 
tract and record. Here the transaction is a 
verbal matter, and entirely “on honor.” On 
the decision of which the trade is now talk- 
ing “puts,” “calls” and “spreads” are taxable. 
The ruling by Commissioner Scott was in a 
case submitted by Russell Sage, through 
Revenue Agent Williams, in which sample 
forms of “privilege,” known as “puts”,,“‘calls” 
and “spreads” were laid before the Treasury 
Department as a means of securing an answer 
to the question, “What tax is due upon trans- 
actions in’ the instance?”? In his ruling the 
Commissioner says: “It appears to be the in- 
tention of the law to include in its imposition 
of tax in such cases the agreements to sell 
and for future transfer, as well as the actual 
sales and transfers of stock, and to include 
such agreements as taxable whether or not 
they are afterwards completed. The “call” 
privileges issued by Mr. Sage are undoubt- 
edly agreements to sell the stock therein 
named upon demand of the bearer of the priv- 
ileges, while the “put ” comes also as plainly 
within the terms of the law declaring “and 
paper agreement or memorandum * * * for 
the future transfer of any stock subject to 
taxation. The spread privileges include in 
one instrument the agreements contained in 
both the ‘cal? and ‘put,’ and all these 
papers, evidencing such agreements, must be 
stamped to the amount required by the act. 
If the transaction in any case is completed by 
a transfer of the stock, no further tax will 
become due, the tax having already been paid 
upon the agreement made for such transfer.” 
‘Lhis construction of the law, however, is held 
not to apply to the casual transactions which 
may occur on the sidewalks, street corner or 
other public places, where they will occa- 
sionally happen. This ruling is in accordance 
with the recent opinion of the Attorney Gen-

METHODS OF PORK 
PACKING. 


(Written for “‘The National Provisioner."’) 
(Copyrighted). 
No. IV. 
CLASSIFICATION, 

In the first place the sides are classified as 
follows: No. 1, extra selected lean; No, 2, 
selected lean; No. 3, selected, and No. 4, fat 
four selections. No. 1 should not exceed 14% 
inches of fat on thickest part of back—top 
of shoulder usually—of uniform § thickness 
throughout, and, as before stated, must be 
long, deep, smooth, firm sides, free of bruises 
and seed. No. 2 must not exceed 1° inches 
of fat, and in every other respect same as No. 
1. No. 3 must not exceed 2 inches of fat, 
otherwise identical with No. 1. No. 4 not 
to exceed 24% inches fat, otherwise same as 
No. 1. In the lighter averages, keep well in- 
side these measurements; in the heavier, a 
trifle more generosity may be admissable. As 
to average (providing foregoing conditions 
exist as to qualification otherwise), there is 
practically no limit. Under 44 Ib, however, 
being considered rather light for Wiltshires, 
the heavier sides are usually given prefer- 
ence on the market. Not over a four-pound 
spread is advisable in a box and all 
should be packed in sizes.

Thus we have 4 
selections of first class meats, 7 averages in 
each and 3 sizes in each average, making a 
possibility of $4 distinct lots of meat, viz.: 

Selection No. 1, averaging 44 to 48 ID: size. 
39, 41 and 43 inches, 3 lots. 

Selection No. 1, averaging 48 to 52 ID; size, 
39, 41 and 43 inches, 3 lots. 

Selection No. 1, averaging 52 to 56 Ib: size, 
39, 41 and 43 inches, 3 lots. 

Selection No. 1, averaging 56 to 60 ID; size. 
59, 41 and 43 inches, 3 lots. 

Selection No. 1, averaging 60 to 64 ID; size, 
39, 41 and 43 inches, 3 lots. 

Selection No. 1, averaging 64 to 68 ID: size, 
39, 41 and 43 inches, 3 lots. 

Selection No. 1, averaging 68 to 72 IN: size. 
39, 41 and 43 inches, 3 lots. Total, 21. 

The above obtains precisely the same in se- 
lections 2, 3 and 4, thus making 84 distinct 
bulks, as stated. This must certainly be done, 
whether it be at cutting bench or upon inspec- 
tion for packing. If selected at block and 
bulked in cellar, in sizes and averages, a more 
uniform cure is possible, as will readily be 
seen, aside from the fact that the meats bulk 
much closer, which is a very desirable fea- 
ture. It will be noticed, to properly

considerable 
space is absolutely necessary for 
and speedy work. To singe, select 
and otherwise take the trouble to manufac- 
ture Wiltshires from anything but desirable 
hogs is positively wrong, as with all possible 
care exercised, sufficient sides will be thrown 
out (either bruised, soft or seedy) unfit for 
first class. The latter must be packed and 
shipped as ‘‘seconds,” irrespective of size and 
average—as same arrives at box lots. Of 
such meats the percentage should be so small 
as to defy selection; that is, such that it 
would take weeks to make box lots of aver- 
ages and sizes. To classify such material in 
the same manner as first-class goods, borders 
on lunacy; no such elaborate disposition being 
necessary or desired by consignees. 

Such classification has obtained, 
and under such, a possible 216 distinct bulks 
was had. Add to this, under the same rule, 
Cumberlands 69 and long ribs 84, and we 
have 369 distinct bulks of meat, either in cel- 
lar of inspecting room, pe rhaps in one pack- 
ing. The result of course can readily be 
imagined, class, average and size mixed indis- 
criminately, for no matter how trustworthy 
the men may be—they cannot avoid making 
serious errors. The consignee arrives at a 
point where he cannot place any relianee on 
brand and particulars on box, and the invoice 
is practically useless; hence we say, simplify 
matters as much as possible and avoid classi 
fication of seconds—which really have no po- 
sition on the market—two boxes of this ¢lass 
of meat per car lot is ample.

1. In a digester the combination of the 
outer vessel having the sides of its bottom 
converging downwardly, an internal cylin- 
drical chamber having perforated sides, slid- 
ing doors closing openings in said sides, hori- 
zontal journals on the two ends of the inner 
chamber, pipes extending through said jour- 
nals, a steam and water supply chamber con- 
nected with the journal pipes, a steam supply 
pipe entering the periphery of the outer ves- 
sel and another steam pipe leading out of said 
periphery, with mechanism for rotating the 
inner cylinder substantially as described. 

2. In a digester the combination of the out- 
er vessel 1, having the sides of its bottom con- 
verging downwardly toward its bottom man- 
hole, the journal bearings 7, 7, on the ends of 
said vessel, the steam pipes 16, 16, in the top 
of said vessel and the drawing off pipe 17 in 
the bottom, the perforated chamber 6 having 
sliding doors 9, the hollow journals 8 on the 
ends of the chamber 6, the pipes 14 extending 
through the journal 8, the steam and water 
supply chamber 18 having leading in its top a 
water pipe 19 and a steam pipe 20, and pipes 
21 and 22 leading from its top and bottom 
into the inner cylinder, whereby steam or 
water may be injected through the journals 
substantially as and for the purpose de- 
scribed.

* Among the recent exports from San Fran- 
cisco were 2,100 ID tallow to Mexico and 22,- 
752 ID tallow to Central America. 

* Fred Grimshaw’s ranch packinghouse has 
been burned. It was below Howell’s, on the 
Cosumnes River, Cal. Its contents were also 
destroyed, 

* The Rockland Sausage & Provision Co., 
Messrs. Welsh & Henghen, proprietors, have 
started in business in the factory building at 
Tills Wharf, Rockland, Me. 

* It is the intention of the Board of Trade 
of Minneapolis, Minn., to have a bill passed 
for the encouragement of the establishment 
of packinghouses in that city. 

* The monthly statement of the collections 
of internal revenue shows that during Sep- 
tember last the receipts from oleomargarine 
were $142,874; gain over September, 1897, 
$54,557. 

* The South Omaha packinghouses are all 
exporting more or less meat. Cudahy ship- 
ped considerable to Europe last month, and 
Swift has recently sent two carloads to Cop- 
enhagen. The territory is expanding. 

* Armour & Co., of Chicago, IIL, will in the 
near future build a branch of their business 
at Davenport, Ia. The plans are being dis- 
cussed and several sites are under considera 
tion. The Northwest is improving. 

* According to existing arrangements, the 
Union Stockyards Company, of Richmond, 
Va., will be ready for business about Jan. 15 
next, and it is said that as soon as the yards 
are in operation the driving of live stock 
through the streets of the city will cease. 

* The Hammond Packing Company, of 
Omaha, Neb., has acquired a site for a new 
building for its branch house at Dubuque, 
Iowa. The new building, it is stated, will 
cost $10,000, and is expected will be completed 
before winter. 

* The Canajoharie Creamery Company has 
elected: President, William J. Roser; seere 
tary and treasurer, Walter H. Lipe; board of 
directors, William J. Roser, Walter H. Lipe, 
Silas W. Cohen, Henry Arthur Dicfendort 
and Vedder Yates. 

* A syndicate of American cattle buyers 
headed by J. H. Morris, of Kansas City, Mo., 
has purchased 100,000 head of cattle in Mex- 
ico for shipment to Cuba and Porto Rico. 
Over $5,000,000 is said to have been the pur 
chase price, and the investors expect a net 
gain of $3,000,000. 

* The Assistant Dairy Commissioner of 
Minnesota has reported that the butter pro- 
duction for 1898 would be nearly 48,960,000 
pounds, the total output of 680 creameries. 
The number of creameries at the present time 
is two-thirds greater than those of three years 
ago in that State. 

* Hahn's slaughter house on South Water 
street, Hamilton, Ohio, has been almost en- 
tirely destroyed by fire. The machinery was 
insured for $300, and is not believed to be 
damaged to the extent of more than $50, so 
that the losses are fully covered, and the 
place will be rebuilt. 

* The National Association of Manufactur- 
ers has secured the placing of a contract in 
the United States for the construction of a 
Government building at the port of La 
Guayra, Venezuela, for the use of the cus- 
tom house inspectors. A contract is also pend- 
ing for the construction of a public market 
house in the city of Maracay, Venezuela, to 
cost about $40,000, and the contract will 
probably be placed in this country.

EFFECT ON ROPE OF DEWEY’S BLOCKADE. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat has had 
an interview with one of the largest whole- 
sale rope and cordage dealers in that bustling 
Southern city concerning the corner in the 
manila hemp market. Stockyards companies, 
packers and other users of rope will be inter- 
ested in his remarks. The dealer referred to 
said: 

“When Admiral Dewey captured Manila 
and blockaded the ports he shut off the sup- 
ply of manila hemp to this country. You have 
no idea what an immense industry the rope 
industry in the United States really is. This 
enterprise has been increasing very rapidly 
during the past four or five years. Well, the 
news of the Manila battle had searcely got 
cold when a certain American dealer began 
to gobble up all the manila hemp in sight. He 
has now completely cornered the market. 
What Joe Leiter was to the wheat market 
this voracious speculator is to the American 
hemp market. He has the country within his 
grasp, and I look for manila rope to go sky- 
ward within a few weeks. It is already be- 
ginning to climb upward, and where it will 
end is not in sight. 

“This situation is a direct result of the war, 
and more directly the result of Admiral 
Dewey’s capture of Manila. The blockade was 
established immediately, and the exportation 
of hemp was cut off. As a result, there must 
be either an advance in the price of manila 
or a decline in the price of sisal. At present 
it looks like the manila would go up and the 
sisal go down. 


“There is a difference in the quality of the 
two grades equivalent to fully 25 per cent., 
and it is right that there should be that dif- 
ference, for the manila is acknowledged by all 
rope experts to be fully 25 per cent. better 
than the sisal. On that basis manila rope to- 
day should be 12 cents per pound and sisal 
should be 12% cents per pound. The market 
advanced a quarter of a cent per pound on 
manila last week, and it will advance still 
more. Nothing can keep it from going up, 
as one man holds all the manila hemp in this 
country, 

“The mills tried to shut him off some weeks 
ago by lowering the price of manila 1 cent 
per pound, but the scheme didn’t go, and now 
he has them by the hip. In order to get the 
material the milis will be compelled to give 
him what he asks. The prices will probably 
continue to advance until January, 1899, be- 
cause the Philippine situation will hardly be 
settled before that time.

Albert C. Hale, 551 Putnam avenue, Brook- 
Ivn Borough, N. Y., secretary of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society, has sent out letters to 
the members, enclosing a nomination blank on 
which the latter are requested to express their 
choice of members to be placed in nomination 
for the various offices designated. Associates 
are not entitled to vote nor to hold office. Past 
presidents are members of the council ex-of- 
ficio, and should therefore not be placed in 
nomination as councilors-at-large. The new 
constitution provides that at the election in 
1898, twelve councilors-at-large shall be 
chosen, four to serve three years, four to 
serve two years, and four to serve one year. 
The nomination blank should be returned to 
the secretary, so that it will reach him on or 
before Nov 3.

having been elected as a director to serve till 
December, 1899.

TOLEDO PRODUCE EXCHANGE WANTS 
AMERICAN GOODS SHIPPED IN AMER- 
ICAN BOTTOMS. 

The Toledo (O.) Produce Exchange recog- 
nizing the fact that prior to 1859, 90 per cent. 
of the ocean commerce of the United States 
was transported in ships owned and controlled 
by its citizens, and that new and great op- 
portunities have recently been opened on both 
our coasts for the increase of the ocean ma- 
rine, have resolved to invoke our National 
Congress to pass such measures of aid as are 
required to give inspiration and a resurrection 

to the shipbuilding of this country. 

In connection with the above, we add the 
statements of Seaboard, an authority on ma- 
rine matters, that there never has been a year 
in the history of the United States when the 
value of its imports and exports was as great 
during the fiscal year just closed; and 
there never was a year in our national history 
when the proportionate amount of our foreign 
earrying in the foreign trade, in our own yes- 
sels, Was as small as last year. We thus con- 
trast the greatest year of American foreign 
commerce with the worst year of American 
shipping in that trade. 

The total foreign commerce of the United 
States during the last year was valued at 
$1,847,532,984, of which $616,050,654 repre- 
sents imports, and $1,231,482,330  repre- 
sents exports of domestic and fereign prod- 
ucts. Of the foregoing, a total of $73,283,704 
of imports and exports were brought into or 
taken from the United States by land vehicles 
and not by sea; the balance, amounting to a 
total of $1,748,821,496, was carried in vessels. 
Of the foregoing, last named, American ships 
carried just 16 per cent. of the imports and 
5.9 per cent. of the exports, or a total of 9.25 


as 


per cent. of the entire foreign commerce of 
the United States transported by sea, foreign 
ships carrying the balance. The money value 
of the imports and exports carried by the ves- 
sels of the United States was $161,328,017, 
and of that carried in foreign ships $1,582,- 
493,479. 

During the fiscal year which ended on June 
30, 1897, the proportion of the imports and ex- 
ports carried in vessels of the United States 
was just 11 per cent., and this year it is 
within a fraction of only 9 per cent.

PACKER HIDES.—The present market is 
in easier tendency than have been the mar- 
kets of the past few weeks. Sales have been 
of a comparatively insignificant and scatter- 
ing nature and rumors of concessions are rife. 
With such encouragement it is not surpris- 
ing that the tanners have held aloof in the 
hope of a material depreciation.. We quote: 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
have sold in a very limited way at 114@ 
11%ec. There are probably 18,000 or 20,000 
on hand, 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib 
and up, are worth 10\%4c., but the price can- 
not be said io be very firm, despite the fact 
that there are not many available. 

COLORADO STEERS have been in some 
demand at 94%c. Moderate sales have been 
This stock, as well as 
butt-brands, is in rather easy tendency. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS have sold at 10\4e. 
Considering that they are in some accumula- 
tion, and that the demand is not very active, 
it would probably be difficult to secure a bet- 
ter price. September and October heavies are 
worth 10%c. 

No. 1 NATIVE COWS, 55 ID and up, free 
of brands, have sold in a small way at 11\4c. 
Lights are worth 11e. 

BRANDED COWS are in accu- 
mulation. Sales have been made both at 94@ 
9%4c. The latter price may be accepted as the 
ruling quotation. 

NATIVE BULLS are in very light supply. 
They are worth 10c. The branded article from 
Tie. to Te. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—While this market is 
in declining ‘tendency, no appreciable decrease 
in prices is anticipated by the most sanguine 
buyer. The main reasons for the existing de- 
pression are the present easy tendency of the 
packer market and the unpropitious condition 
of the leather market. As we have stated on 
numerous previous occasions, the limited vol- 
ume and unsatisfactory prices characterizing 
the leather situation militates strongly against 
hide interests. We quote: 

No. 1 BUFFS, 40 to 60 ID, free of brands 
and grubs, have failed to maintain their 
strength. Sales have been effected at both 
104%@10ce. 

No. 1 EXTREMES, 25 to 40 ID, are ready 
sellers at 10%c. 

BRANDED STEERS AND COWS are 
held at 9%. Some have sold on this basis. 

HEAVY COWS, 60 TD and up, free of 
brands and grubs, have proven a compara- 
tively strong feature. They are quotable at 
104,a@9%c. for ones and twos.

KANSAS CITY. 

HIDES.—The sales last week only about 
6,000 all told, and the packers showing more 
nervousness on the situation. The present 
week opens with the sensation of a large fail- 
ure of one of the oldest tanning concerns in 
the country, and when it was known that the 
failure entailed the closing of a pretty strong 
bank in Allegheny City, the hide situation 
was not a firm one. Still there are always 
tanners who are willing to pick up desirable 
stock; they were in the market at lower 
prices, and the packers were inclined to be 
free sellers, so that already this week some 
8,000 branded cows have sold at 9c., light 
Texas at 10\c., and one of the smaller pack- 
ers sold what Texas they had at 10%c., lights 
10\4c., with a car of Colorados at 9Y%4e. At 
present the market is very nervous, but owing 
to the light stocks on hand of pretty nearly 
every grade, the packers are fighting lower 
prices. There is no doubt but that the re 
cent failure will show a hardship on some 
of the small tanners, especially to those who 
have paper to renew, for there is no doubt 
banks will be scrutinizing all paper that will 
not be of the number one kind at present. This 
will create a tendency among the largest tan- 
ners—whose credit is beyond question—to pur- 
sue the policy of holding off for the present to 
see if they cannot get native steers down to 
the level of 10%4c., butts 10¢., Colorados 9c., 
and branded cows to the 9c. basis. Whether 
they will be able to force prices to these 
points (though some tanners are inclined to 
think that even lower prices than this will 
be obtained) it is hard to say. Decidedly for 
the present one should not haggle about the 
difference of the quarter if sales for hides of 
future delivery can be effected. There is no 
doubt but that there will be an absence of 
small buyers from the market for some time 
to come, and even with the present high val- 
ues it will be a question whether any of the 
packers dare to face the future with a policy 
of holding hides at present prices, if they 
could be sold at 4c. decline. Some of them 
might have the nerve to do it, but it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that some will not care to 
run the risk. Future slaughter shaded \4e. 
on present prices is not a policy that should 
be deprecated on the packers’ part.

SUMMARY. 

The late packer market lacks the tone which 
has been one of its features for several weeks 
past.

Hides are certainly in 
easier tendency and, in some cases, conces- 
sions have been made. There is no doubt but 
what buyers are holding off in expectation of 
lower prices than have as yet prevailed. It 
is very doubtful if prices go off a great deal, 
although there may be a general fractional 
decrease. The country market has, in sym- 
pathy with its packer contemporary, also lost 
tone. It is hardly likely that country prices 
will suffer very materially. There is, of course, 
a natural depression because of the condition 
of the present packer market and the un- 
fortunate leather situation. In Boston there 
is little doing, the demand for buffs even on 
a basis of decline being apathetic. The Phila- 
delphia market is also extremely quiet. There 
has been some activity in New York, stocks 
having been closely sold up.

HIDELETS. 

H. Bleweiss, with J. Frowenfeld, the New 
York City skin importer, has returned from a 
European tour. 

The firm of Chas. Hauselt, tanners and im- 
porters, 29 Spruce street, New York, has dis- 
solved, Chas. E. Hauselt retiring, while Os- 
car Scherer will continue the business. 

The large morocco factory of Tadman & 
Hickman, at Wilmington, Del., was devastat- 
ed by flames. Loss on machinery and stock 
is estimated at about $40,000, which is more 
than covered by insurance. As soon as the 
losses have been adjusted the factory will 
again be put in condition for business. 

The Chas. Munson Belting Co., of Chicago, 
has made an assignment. It was incorporated 
in May, 1888, with a capital stock of $100,- 
000, which was increased on Jan. 1, 1897, to 
$200,000, and was regarded as an outlet for 


the tanneries of A. Groetzinger & Sons, of 
Allegheny, Pa. This company had branches 
at Pittsburg, Philadelphia and New Orleans. 
A rather surprising failure was that of A. 
Groetzinger & Sons, tanners, of Allegheny 
City, Pa., who confessed judgments on the 
17th inst. for $490,725.42. Several banks, 
trust companies and prominent corporations 
are interested. It is supposed that the recent 
assignment of the Chas. Munson Belting Co., 
in which the Groetzingers were interested, 
was the main cause of the latter’s failure. 
The latest development in the matter of 
the hide importers against the Appraisers’ 
decisions on the amount of customs duties to 
be levied is the adjournment of the appeal in 
the case of Punderford & Co, for ninety days. 
“A decision for either higher or lower duties 
will not affect us very seriously,” said Mr. 
Punderford, “but the indecision is injurious 
to the trade.’ The interest taken by the 
trade in the subject was shown at the meet- 
ing that was held on Monday at the office of 
Punderford & Co., 56 Pine street, New York 
City. Representatives of about twenty firms 
which import hides from Colombia were pres- 
ent. The meeting was called to consider the 
invoice value of hides. ‘*These the apprais- 
ers will not aceept,” said Mr. Punderford, 
“considering that the prices realized by im- 
porters are too far above them. I do not see 
any solution of the problem, unless the values 
of the hides at the place of slaughtering be 
obtained and transportation charges to the 
coast be added. This does not seem capable 
of realization in the immediate future, but I 
believe the trade will come to it eventually.” 


HIDES IN AUSTRALIA. 

According to the Australian Trading 
World, of Oct. 8, the demand for Australian 
sides continues steady at firm prices; stocks 
are small and consignments are not coming 
forward freely. There is a good demand for 
dressing sides, yearlings and calfskins, and 
stocks are practically nil. There is a better, 
although not a full supply, of London market 
hides this week; about one-third being of 
South American origin. The market is 
steady at former values. 


INTERNAL REVENUE DECISIONS. 
DRAWBACK ON TIN CANS. 

The Treasury Department has decided that 
on shipment of canned meats to Canada, in- 
volving a drawback on tin cans not in excess 
of $10, bond for production of foreign landing 
certificate may be waived on condition that 
payment of the drawback shall remain sus- 
pended until production of foreign customs 
certificate of landing abroad. 

The full text of the decision, the Messrs. 
Armour & Co., being the parties directly in- 
terested, is as follows: 

Treasury Department, Oct. 10, 1898. 

Sir—The Department duly received your 
communication of the 7th of July last, sub- 
mitting a letter from Messrs. Armour & Co., 
in which they request that the requirement 
of a bond for the production of a foreign land- 








ing certificate on entries of merchandise ex- 
ported for drawback to contiguous territory 
be waived on shipments of canned meats 
where the drawback on the tin cans is not in 
excess of $10 on each individual shipment. 
The applicants represent that the cost of 
producing the landing certificates and execut- 


ing and stamping the bond required by the 
regulations often exceeds the amount of the 
drawback, without which the exportation of 
canned meats to Canada in small lots would 
become impracticable. 

The Department is satisfied upon due inves- 
tigation that the relief sought by the appli- 
cants may be granted consistently with the 
safety of the revenue under the condition that 
payment of the drawback shall remain sus- 
pended until the exporter shall produce for 
each such shipment a certificate under the 
seal of the chief officer of the customs at. the 
port of destination in Canada, showing the 
landing of the goods at such port. You are, 
therefore, hereby authorized to take action 
accordingly. 

The Department is informed that the for- 
eign certificate may be obtained by the for- 
eign consignee without expense. Respectfully

DISINFECTION. 


Goatskins and cattle hair imported from 

Marseilles do not require disinfection. 
Treasury Department, Oct. 11, 1898. 

Sir—I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 1st inst., inclos- 
ing a copy of a letter, dated New York the 
26th ult., from Mr. Hermann Bartenbach, in 
which he states that the United States Con- 
sul at Marseilles, France, “requires that all 
shipments of raw dry-salted goatskins and 
cattle hair from the port of Marseilles for 
any United States port be disinfected before 
leaving Marseilles, in spite of the fact that 
the authorities of the said city of Marseilles 
are ready to testify that said port is abso- 
lutely free from any disease of a contagious 
character.” 

In reply, I have to state that the quarantine 
laws and regulations (Synopsis 13743) require 
the disinfection of articles of import 
only when shipped from countries where con- 
tugious or infectious diseases affecting human 
beings exist at the time of shipment, and I 
will thank you to advise.the United States 
Consul at Marseilles that this Department 
has issued no instructions forbidding impor- 
tation at the present time of goatskins and 
cattle hair from’ Marseilles when unaccom- 
panied by disinfection certificates. In this 
connection, | transmit a copy of a telegram 
from the Supervising Surgeon General of the 
Marine Hospital Service on the subject. The 
only disinfectant now required is that of hides 
of neat cattle when not dry-salted or arsenic- 
cured.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Quotations are by the gallon, in barrels, in New 
York, except for crude in bulk (tank cars) which are 
the prices at the mil!s. 

STRONG MARKET—RESERVED OF- 
FERINGS—NOT MUCH ACTIVITY. 
The week has developed a ‘good, strong 
tone over views of sellers, but hardiy a 
change in the asking rates from the advance 
held in the previous week. The situation is 
one where a quieter demand through the 
high rates for ocean®freight room loses the 
full effect of its usual force from the fact that 
the liberal business two or three weeks since 
for October and November deliveries leaves 
the mills with their productions fairly well 
sold up to and ineluding the early part of 
November, while they are less than usual in 
amount for the time of vear on account of the 
late season. But the buyers feel that the 
moderate offerings of the oil are temporary 
only; that from ‘this along the offerings of 
seed will enlarge and that there will soon be 
active general productions to permitting lib- 
eral surplus offerings of the oil, while dis- 
posed to await their effect upon the market. 
The reports from the near Atlantie States this 
week have been to imply that the offerings of 
off grade seed are exceeding expectations, 
while that there is even less prime seed com- 
ing in than had been looked for. Some of 
the authorities in these directions furnish 
quite gloomy prospects concerning the near 
future supply of prime seed, and some of 
them with the belief that the proportion of 
prime seed to the off grades will not be more 
for a little while at least than 10 to 15 per 
cent. Whatever the chances of prime oil in 
the near coast sectious for the near future, 
there is no doubt expressed over the general 
production of the oil in the previously estt- 
mated extent, and that as much will be pro- 
duced there this year as through last season, 
but only that it will be more largely off grade 
oil, although it is expected prime oil will be 
turned out more freely than at present short- 
ly. The planters are more willing than in the 
previous week to market their seed supplies, 
but at even the low figures that the mills are 
paying for them the current prices for 
the productions are offering but small profits.

Cottonseed Oil Industry in Georgia. 


A Southern publication recently contained 
an interesting article from the pen of Dr. 
Joseph Jacobs, of Atlanta, Ga., on the sub- 
ject of the cotton oil industry in his State. 
Dr. Jacobs says in part: 

It is said that the value of the seed known 
to the ancients was both in the oil and the 
meal; that the oil was used, but not for its 
edible purposes, and that the crushed seed 
were fed to their cattle. The Chinese, it is 
related, expressed the oil from cottouseed at 
least 500 years before the Christian era. 

In England there are now about twenty- 
five oil mills in operation, consuming prin- 
cipally black seed of the sea island plant 
transported in ships from Egypt, and the 
Hollanders are perhaps as largely engaged 
in the industry. The oil has been made in 
those countries for many years. 

The superiority of the oil made in our 
Southern States is due partly to the fact that 
the seeds can be secured fresh from the fields, 
near the oil. plants, whereas in England and 
Holland some months are often required to 
bring them over in sailing vessels. Besides, 
the English and Holland oil is not so clear 
as ours, because the seed there treated is 
Egyptian or Indian, and is not decorticated, 
owing to the difficulty of picking it. Our cot- 
tonseed parts with its fiber more readily, and 
in every way yields better to treatment. 

The first mill for the manufacture of the oil 
in this country was perhaps the one near Co- 
lumbia, S. C., mention of which is found as 
early as 1826; though it was probably oper- 
ated prior to that date. One of the mills in 
New Orleans before the war used a 35 horse 
power steam press, producing 500 gallons of 
oil and 5 tons of oileake a day. It required, 
as stated in The Southern Farmer and Plan- 
ter, about 15 tons of cottonseed to produce 
this amount of oil and cake, or each ton yield- 
ed about 40 gallons of oil and 700 or 800 
pounds of cake. In Memphis, Tenn., it was 
also made in large quantities. At this period 
we find the following published statement of 
the uses of the oil: “This oil, refined by a se- 
cret process, is made of two qualities—the best 
used for illuminating and lubricating purposes 
and for currying leather, and the inferior for 
making soap equal to the palm soap.” Cot- 
tonseed cake was then considered of about 
equal value with flaxseed cake. 


Prior to the war the cottonseeds were very 


little used as a stock feed. Some tarmers 
sparingly used them after boiling. They were 
abundantly applied as a manure, but only in 
their uncrushed condition. Browne, in his 
Field Book of Manures, says: ‘They abound 
in a mild oil, and are accounted very nutri- 
tious after the oil is expressed, a bushel of 
seeds weighing 30 pounds and yielding 2% 
pounds of fine meal. The oileake is very brit- 
tle, and breaks down much more readily than 
linseed cake. ‘The taste is not unpleasant, 
and it is stated it can be used with success 
in fattening stock.” 

In Patent Office Reports, 1855, page 234, 
can be found “Some Chemical Researches on 
the Seed of the Cotton Plant,’ by Prof. 
Charles T. Jackson. He refers to a patent 
taken out by D. W. Mesner for separating 
the “hulis” from the cottonseed. Analyses 
are given of the oil, the seed, the cake, 
ete. Prof. Jackson employed ether to separ- 
ate the fixed oil, and it was found that 100 
pounds of the dried pulverized seed gave 40 
per cent. of pure, fatty oil. The specific 
gravity of the vil is given as 0.923, which, he 
states, is that of pure whale oil. He recoim- 
mended its use for lubricating machinery, 
burning in lamps and for making svaps, and 
suggested its use as a substitute for olive oil 
and use as a salad oil, it having no disagree- 
able odor or taste. On examining the cotton- 
seed cake he found that it possessed “a sweet 
und agreeable flavor, and was much more 
pure and clean that linseed oil cake.” One 
hundred grains of the seed leave sixty grains 
of the oilcake. This cake examined for sugar 
was found to contain 1.1 grains, and for gum 
35 grains. lodine gave no proof of any starch 
in the cottonseed, nor in the oilcake.

TALLOW.—There is no question but that 
this product has a market, not only here, but 
over the country, with a very good undertone, 
with the encouragement that it has been sup- 
ported for a few days essentially by home 
wants, and which have been sufficient to keep 
supplies well sold up here and very well re- 
duced in other leading consuming sections.

Decisions in Favor of Lever Bros, Ltd. 

The United States Patent Commissioners 
in the matter of Lever Bros., Ltd., vs. Pas- 
field, Cireuit Court, E. D., New York, July 
&, 1898, have just rendered a decision. The 
plaintiff, Lever Bros., of England, the own- 
ers of the well known brand of Sunlight soap, 
sought protection from an alleged infringe 
ment by the use of the name by George R. 
Pasfield, of Milwaukee, of “American Sun- 
light” for his brand of soap. The decision 
in part states: “The circumstances attending 
the sale of the soap, and his (the defendant’s) 
own admissions as to what he said and did; 
his careful preservation of the infringing 
labels and die—satisfy me that unless re- 
strained by injunction, he will continue to sell 
his soap’ under the infringing trade-mark 
whenever what he may think a safe chance 
to do so presents itself. Against this threat- 
ened injury complainant should be protected 
by injunction, but there is not proof sufficient 
to warrant a decree from an accounting.”

The Soap Industry in Colombia. 


If it be assumed, says a correspondent of 
the Seifenfabrikant, that the status of cul- 
ture of any country is measurable by the 
quality of the soap it uses, then, to judge 
from the miserable soaps sold by the Colum- 
bian manufacturers, under such high-sound- 
ing titles as La Esmeralda, Al Progreso, La 
Industria, etc., Colombia must occupy a low 
rung of the ladder, which is quite true. 

Notwithstanaing the large herds of cattle 
in the country, tallow is at a high price, ow- 
ing chiefly to the great consumption of tallow 
candles by the poorer inhabitants, so that 
tallow imported from the United States can 
compete at a profit, in spite of the heavy in- 
land freights. Except in two or three of the 
largest soap works, therefore, only waste tal- 
low from the rendering establishments is used 
for soap making, and this is mainly saponified 
with potashes and lime. The product is 
black and evil smelling from the impurities 
present in the fat, and is generally as soft as 
butter, being in fact only an emulsion of fat 
and lye, instead of a true curd soap. It is 
known as Jabon de tierra (earth soap). The 
prevalence of that painful scourge, leprosy, is 
undoubtedly facilitated by the general ab- 
sence of cleanliness and the use of such low- 
class soaps, since that effective bactericide, 
potash soap, is almost unknown, and the peo- 
ple cannot be induced to use it. 

The washing of clothes is performed in the 
primitive fashion—mostly, indeed, by native 
Indian women—of beating the articles with 
stones, ete., in running water—a course which 
displaces all buttons, except those of metal, 
and soon wears out the clothes. That the lJat- 
ter can be made so beautifully white as they 
are is attributable solely to the bleaching 
powers of the tropical sun. 

At present there are only two works em- 
ploying caustic alkalis and pure materials in 
the country—one in the port of Baranguilla, 
the other in the capital, Bogota. A third is 
new being erected by an English company at 
‘artagena, and is expected to commence op- 
erations in the course of the present year. 

Formerly a good deal of household soap was 
imported from the United States, but this 
trade is now prevented by the high protective 
duty imposed. In the same way the importa- 
tion of toilet soaps and perfumes is killed by 
the duty, amounting to about 5s. 6d. per kilo. 


~ 


In the large soap works referred to two 
chief grades of household soaps are produced 
from tallow and resin, the one, with 100 per 
cent. of resin, being prepared, after the man- 
ner of Orsnienburg curd soap, on a pasty sub- 
lye. It is hardened with a solution of Glau- 
ber salt and crystal soda, in the American 
fashion. The second grade is a paste soap 
with 90 per cent. of resin, prepared by steam 
or fire heat, and also hardened by the afore- 
said means if necessary, the cuttings being 
added after the soap is in the frames. The 
yield varies between 350 and 400 per cent. 

Although these products lack the finish of 
European soaps, they wash well in cold 
water, and satisfy the requirements of the 
consumer, 

For the first-named class of soap only best 
pale resin is used, but for the other grade a 
pitch-black resin is employed, in order to 
make it look like the Jabon de tierra, since 
this is preferred by many to the yellow soap. 

A little mottled and potash soap is also 
made, and toilet soap is prepared with French 
milling machines, the stock soap being made 
with 5 per cent. of resin, owing to the poor 
quality of the native cocoanut oil. 

Medicinal and special (grease-spot) soaps 
are made by machinery, also cleansing soaps, 
with levigated chalk for gold and silver, or 
with brickdust for iron; shaving soaps by the 
semi-warm process, from tallow and castor 
oil, with soda and potash lye half and half. 
Glycerine soap in sticks, packed in cardboard 
boxes in the English style, is also in good de- 
mand. The perfumes most in favor are musk, 
patchouli and heliotrope. 

Prices rule higher than in Germany, house- 
hold soap costing 4d. per 1-ID bar, or 24s. per 
ease of eighty-eight bars, wholesale. Toilet 
soap, in 3 oz. to 4 oz. cakes, 9d. to 1s. 6d. per 
tablet; highiy-filled soaps, weighing 154 oz. to 
2 oz., at 154d.; medium qualities, at 34@4d., 
wholesale, with 20 per cent. discount.

COLD STURAGE MEN IN SESSION. 


The annual convention of the American 
Warehousemen’s Association, which continues 
three days, began Wednesday morning in the 
rooms of the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation.

ICE IN THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


The production of ice in the Argentine Re- 
public, while not attaining to the scientific ex- 
cellence of the American methods, says Ice 
and Refrigeration, appears to fill the require- 
ments of the people. The business, however, 
is confined to a few of the larger cities, and 
there does not seem to be any effort made to 
extend the market beyond the points of pro- 
duction. In other words, while the people of 
the principal towns have a sufficiency of ice, 
such as it is, the inhabitants of the country 
districts appear to go without altogether. 

All of the ice used is manufactured. There 
is plenty of the natural product in the south- 
ern portion of the republic, but this section 
is unsettled, and no effort has been made to 
turn the ice to commercial purposes. The 
republic extends over 2,000 miles from north 
to south—that is, from 22° south latitude to 
56° south latitude—and consequently has 
every variety of climate, from the tropical to 
the frigid. The section of the country which 
has been taken up by settlers, and which con- 
tains nearly the whole of the 4,000,000 of 
the entire population, is north of the fortieth 
degree of latitude. The climate of the pro- 
vince of Buenos Ayres, which contains the 
larger proportion of the population, is similar 
to the climate of our Southern States. It is 
not very cold in winter, and is fairly warm in 
summer, and it is subject to very sudden 
changes, with winds, tornadoes and 
violet thunder The mean summer 
temperature of the province of Buenos Ayres 
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the mean winter temperature is 53

IF. The hottest summer month is January, 
the mean temperature of which is 79° F., 
the extreme, 95°. The mean temperature of 
July, which is the coldest month, is 51° F. 
In Tucuman, to the northward of Buenos 
Ayres, the temperature has reached 108°. 

In the city of Buenos Ayres there are 
twelve establishments which manufacture ice 
“for local consumption,” as they advertise it. 
Their production varies from one to 80 tons 
every twenty-four hours. 

The factory of Cremona Grosso y Cia, Calle 
Pesta 165, which was started in 1894, has 
two machines and freezing tanks, each with a 
daily capacity of 200 blocks of 92 pounds 
each. The water is obtained from a spring 
well. The factory employs seven wagons 
during the summer for the delivery of ice to 
customers, 

Maschwitz y Cia have the largest factory 
in Buenos Ayres. Their plant is at present 
equipped with three machines of English 
make, having a combined capacity of 80 tons 
of ice daily. They will greatly increase their 
capacity, having lately contracted with the 
Fred W. Wolf Co., of Chicago, for a 100-ton 
Linde machine, and complete plant.

Luis Martignoni, Calle Medrano, Esquina 
Guemas, whose factory is fitted with three 
machines on the Pictet system, each with 8- 
ton capacity. The water supply is from a 
spring well. The blocks of ice produced weigh 
92 pounds. each. 

One of the largest establishments in the 
city is La Heladora de Palermo, owned by A. 
De Dominicis, J. Weber y E. Stricker, whicn 
is situated at the corner of Minestro Ingles 
street. This factory has a capacity of 30 tons 
every twenty-four hours, and always has a 
stock of from 100 to 150 tons of ice on hand. 
The blocks made vary in size, weighing 12, 
35, 45, 55 and 65 pounds each. The daily 
consumption of coal is six tons. The factory 
employs three engineers and 140 workmen, 
and uses thirty-five wagons. 

In Rosario, Gianasi y Passerini, Entre Rios 
752, have an ice factory of about 15-ton ca- 
pacity, in connection with their brewery and 
distillery. Rosario is the second largest city 
in the republic, having a population of 93,584, 
and is dependent apparently on Buenos Ayres 
for most of its ice, being connected with the 
capital by means of a railroad. 

The factory of Miguel Planas, Progresv 
169, in Cordova, whose population is 42,783, 
operates four different machines in connec- 
tion with an aerated water manufactory. One 
of these is of French make, on the “Carre” 
system, and produces thirty-five blocks of 22 
pounds each in six hours. Another machine, 
of German make, produces thirty-six blocks

The other two machines are of French make, 
of the “C. Vincent” system, and methyl chlo- 
ride is used in place of ammonia. The capac- 
ity of one of the machines is twenty cakes of 
ice of 22 pounds’ weight every six hours, and 
the other produces thirty cakes of the same 
size in the same time. The production of this 
factory supplies the whole city. 

In Tucuman there are two ice making 
plants to supply a population of 34,297; one of 
them, owned by one Charles Smith, produces 
64% tons of ice every day in blocks of 22 
pounds. The other, owned by Emanuel Za- 
daletta, has a capacity of 444 tons a day. 

The coal used in the various ice making 
plants is mostly English, and costs from $10 
to $15 per ton, according to the distance of 
the place from Buenos Ayres. The amount 
of coal exported from the United States to 
the Argentine in 1897 was 2,206 tons, one- 
half of the amount shipped in the preceding 
year. 

There are four companies engaged in the 
frozen meat trade in the Argentine, and the 
number of animals frozen is about 2,200,000 
annually. These companies are the River 
Plate Fresh Meat Co., at Campana; the San- 
silena Frozen Meat Co., at Ritchuelo; the 
Frigorifica de San Nicolas, at San Nicolas, 
and the Tastacion, at Lima. A fifth company 
to operate in frozen meat was being formed 
during the early part of the year. 
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CALAIS AS A CATTLE PORT. 

A large party of shipowners and others re- 
cently journeyed to Calais to inspect the har- 
bor improvements which have there been com- 
pleted by order of the French Government. 
The scheme which was sanctioned in 1875, 
has consisted, first, in the construction of a 
large floating dock, bearing the name of the 
late President Carnot, coupled with the ex- 
tension of the eastern tidal basin, wherein the 
enormous quay for the mail packets is situate; 
and, second, in the erection of a new pier on 
the eastern side of the harbor, giving an en- 
trance 430 feet wide. ree? 

The unexpected visit of a large cattle ship 
in 1896, just after the enlarged ‘entrance had 
been completed, led the Chamber of Com- 





“merce to enclose a plot of land on the west 


side of the Carnot Dock and thereon to erect 
pens and sheds fitted with every convenience 
for carrying on a large over-sea traffic in cat- 
tle. The total exports of Calais in 1897 
amounted to 176,597 tons, representing a 
value estimated by the Customs authorities of 
£6,894,140, and the total imports were 394,- 
147 tons, of the value of £4,188,656. These 
figures showed an increase on 1896 of 75,644 
tons in the exports and 88,690 tons in the im- 
ports. The Chamber of Commerce are satis- 
fied, however, that the volume of trade would 
be much larger but for the continuance of the 
old practice of excluding Calais from many 
charter parties.—London Meat Trades’ Jour- 
nal.

No leaking water or lubri- 
eating oil can run into the meat, as all the 
working parts are below. 

Its weight is more than sufficient to keep it 
in position, thereby obviating the necessity of 
heavy fastenings, beams and supports. Much 
expense and trouble is thus saved. Nothing 
is needed but a steam pipe connecting witi: 
the boiler. 

The steam cylinder consists of two distinct 
iron walls, with asbestos packing in the-in 
tervening space. We cannot place too much 
stress on the importance of this, as the sav- 
ing of steam resulting from this arrangement 
will soon pay for the stuffer. 

The flow of meat from the nozzles being 
under absolute control, it is possible to work 
with a casing too tender to be used on any 
other kind of stuffer; the saving entailed 
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thereby is usually estimated by provision men, 
at 20 per cent. When the casings are strong, 
as they should be, the meat can be filled in so 
solid that their stuffing capacity is greatly in- 
ereased. An attachment is furnished 6n ap- 
plication for stuffing pressed hams and sau- 
sages of a similar composition.

NOTES FROM THE FAR WEST. 

Los Angeles, Cal., dealers are preparing for 
an increase of export trade, due to the new 
San Diego & Oriental steamship line. 

A movement is on foot in California to 
pledge the legislative candidates to vote for a 
law regulating the sale of fertilizers. 

The customs receipts of the port of San 
Francisco for September amounted to $409,- 
684.79, an increase of over $200,000 over Sep 
tember, 1897. 

The will of Mark Strouse, the butcher, who 
died in San Francisco Sept. 30, has been 
filed. The property, aggregating over $10,- 
000.0 and $27,000 in life insurance, is left to 
the widow, a daughter and two sons. 

Siberia bids fair to be one of the best for- 
eign markets open to the provision dealers of 
the Pacific coast. It is estimated that -the 
exports from Portland, Ore., to Siberia by the 
new steamship line have aggregated over half 
a million dollars in the last eight months. 

A new fertilizing material will shortly be 
put on the market by the Nevada Nitre, DPot- 
ash & Phosphate Co., of California. This 


company has secured an extensive deposit of 
metallic oxides near Lovelock, Ney. (only ten 
miles from the railroad), from which they will 
extract nitre, potash and phosphate. Inci- 
dentally they will put a large quantity of 
cheap fertilizing material on the market. 

A drove of 108 cattle was recently brought 
in from Laguna Mountains, near Camp, San 
Diego County, Cal. The cattle were in ex- 
cellent condition, and the buyer, A. Campbell, 
reported abundant feed all over the range, and 
of excellent quality! The price paid for the 
herd was 314 cents on the hoof, or $3,780 for 
the drove. The stock was bought for the 
Cudahy Packing Co., of Los Angeles. 

Mr. James A. Lockhart, vice-president and 
general manager of the Alfalfa Land & Cat 
tle Co., of Colorado Springs, has adopted 
this method for the care of calves for profit. 
He tak®s calves at, say six months old, and 
puts them in fenced lots and feeds them on 
alfalfa, supplemented by one pound of fine 
ground cornmeal per day, fed dry from 
troughs, increasing the cornmeal as winter 
approaches to two pounds per head per day. 
As soon as the calves become used to the feed 
he dehorns them. Five men can dehorn from 
GOO to SOO head in a day. In the spring he 
turns them on native #rass pasture or range 
In the fall he takes them up and puts them in 
feed lots again, giving them now a full feed 
of corn for, say six months, with other solid 
food. At from eighteen months to two years 
they are ready for the market, will weigh 
about 1,100 pounds and command top prices. 
The secret of the great advantage in this 
plan is that by taking the calves from the 
cows and feeding them as described, the 
stomach is rapidly distended instead of be- 
ing allowed to become contracted and rigid, 
which must of necessity result if the youn, 
animals are allowed to run on the range after 
weaning. For when the stomach is_ per- 
manently contracted by eating dry food and 
range grass directly after the calf has been 
weaned it is impossible to obtain satisfactory 
results from full feeding later on. These 
facts will account for the poor results ob- 
tained from the full feeding of stock which 
has been allowed to run on the range until 
three or four years of age.

“YOUR ORATOR”—THE TRADING 


STAMP. 

The city council of Little Rock, Ark., 
passed a prohibitory ordinance on Monday, 
Oct, 3, against the trading stamp. On Tues- 
day, the 4th inst., the Co-operative Premium 
Association stepped into the Federal Court 
by its representative, John C. Humes, and 
asked Judge John A. Williams for a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the city from en 
forcing its anti-stamp and ticket ordinance 
against it, and, inferentially, against all other 
similar coupon fiends. The judge, of course, 
granted the restraining order so that the par- 
ties can “go to law and law it out.” The 
legality of such an ordinance passed by the 
city is in question. In the meantime the city 
is checked and the stamp thing goes on. The 
case will be decided on its merits. The style 
on the case on the court docket is, “John C. 
Humes vs. The City of Little Rock.” “Your 
orator,” as the coupon crowd call themselves 
in their plaint, say some choice bits to the 
court. We have a copy of their full com- 
plaint, but most of it is legal verbiage, so we 
extract the sense and plain pieces for the 
benefit of the trade. “Your orator * * so- 
licits the merchants of the city to patronize 
him, and to such as agree to do so he issues 
stamps, for which they pay. He issues a 
great number of copies of a little book in 
which these stamps can be pasted and which 
contains a directory, giving the name, the ad- 
dress and the occupation of all the merchants 
who agree to patronize him. He sends out a 
large number of canvassers, who place copies 
of the book in every household in the city 
and explain to every one the advantages of 
patronizing the merchant who does business 
with your orator and pays cash for the 
amount of his purchase, or pays his bill there- 
for promptly on first presentation at the end 
of the month, he is entitled to demand and re- 
ceive stamps issued by your orator in exact 
proportion to the amount of his purchase. 
Your orator has a store in the said city, in 
which he keeps a stock worth several thou- 
sand dollars, embracing a vast assortment of 
useful and ornamental articles for the home, 
varying in cost from mere trifles to things of 
considerable expense, and the persons receiv- 
ing these stamps can, whenever they desire, 
present them at your orator’s store and re- 
ceive in exchange therefor any article they 
may select of the value of the stamps sur- 
rendered,” 

To those who have received a dollar and a 
quarter chair for five dollars’ worth of tick- 
ets from similar “orators” elsewhere, the 
ubove sounds beautiful and plaintive with 
lamblike simplicity. Just fancy a grocer, 
buteher or any one else asking the city coun- 
cil to relieve him, his brother and the city 


from such philanthropy! The strange part 
of such apparent ingratitude and business 
density is that such ordinances are demanded 


against “your orator” only after experiences 
with his bum stuff and trade blackmail. It is 
amazing that “your orator” really admits to 
a court of justice that in sending “out a large 
number of canvassers who explain to every 
one the advantages of patronizing the mer- 
chant who does business with “your orator,” 
he blackmails tradesmen who do not “em- 
’ his “vast assortment of articles for 
the home.”

There is enough candid criminality in that 
te jail “your orator” and all his army of per- 
suaders, even in the face of the further state- 
ment that “The only tendency of your 
orator’s business is to encourage thrift and 
the prompt payment of debts. It is beneficial 
alike to the general public and to the mer- 
chants who use the system. It enables the 
former to get more for their money, while it 
advertises the business of the latter, increases 
their custom, increases their cash sales, and 
aids them im the collection of their debts.” 

An inspection of the “goods” in “your 
orator’s” store for $5 worth of coupons and 
a similar inspection of five-dollar goods in a 
legitimate store will make the recipient house- 
wife stare at prices and things. Any sensible 
woman naturally wonders why a simple little 
chair which is given away by a grocer with 
each pound of tea should require $2.40 worth 
of tickets (which represent so much actual 
eash) to take it out of most tradiffg stamp 
stores. This item is illustrative of the whole 
invoice of these concerns. The marketmen 
and the city council of Little Rock seem to 
find no different a brand in its friend—the 
Co-operative Premium Association of that 
city, and which happens to be a resident of 
the State of Missouri. 


“Nevertheless,” “your orator’ says, “the 
city has passed an ordinance with the avowed 
purpose of making the continuance of his busi- 
ness impossible; requiring him as a condition 
precedent to the continuance of his business 
to pay a license of $50 a week in advance, 
and imposing a fine of $50 fur each day that 
the business is carried on without payment of 
suid license. The purpose of said ordinance 
is to destroy your orator’s business, and with 
that end said license is intentionally fixed 
at so high a rate that it cannot be paid out 
of the profits; and if said ordinance is sutf- 
fered to be enforced your orator will be driven 
out of business and will suffer damages large- 
ly in excess of $2,000. Under said ordinance 
all those merchants, more than a hundred in 
number, using your orator’s stamps, will be 
liable to prosecution as well us all the numer- 
ous agents and canvassers employed by your 
orator, and an multiplicity of litigations will 
result if said ordinance is not enjoined.” 


The city passed its ordinance under the 
construction that these stamp concerns were 
“gift” houses. They reply by hitting at the 
city with the constitutions of Arkansas and 
the United States. Either they or their agents, 
the merchants, are “gift’’ houses. In either 
case they are guilty. They are impositions. 
Let the marketman give his customer 5 per 
cent. cash, and then see if the rush will be to 
buy the “bonus furniture.” The trading 
world will watch this legal fight.

The clerk hesitated a minute, but 
finally decided to let “Reformer” Jones go 
ahead and kill the ordinance if possible.

Look out for this kind of impostor. <A 
smooth rascal stepped into Butcher William 
Hildebrand’s shop at Gloucester City, N. J., 
while the proprietor was out, and asked for 
the tub of lard which he had purchased of 
Hildebrard, and paid for. It was given to 
him by Assistant Fisher. When the proprie- 
tor returned the imposition was discovered. 
He had sold no lard. It might have been 
meat, or anything else. Now let ten thousand 
butchers ask themselves, “Would I not have 
done the same fool thing?” and beware. Mar- 
ketmen are such honest and trusting folk. 





A Debt Collecting Bill in California. 


The Butchers’ Board of Trade and the Re- 
tail Grocers’ Association of San Franciseo, 
Cal., have instructed their attorney to pre- 
pare the bill which they will seek to have 
passed by the Legislature of California to 
force debtors to pay what they owe. The bill 
is about ready. It provides that after ex- 
amination of the debtor's accounts and cir- 
cumstances or ability to pay by the court, the 
judge shall order payment in such monthly 
installments as the wages or salary of the 
debtor will warrant. In default of these pay- 
ments he shall be held in contempt of court 
and be subject to heavy punishment. The 
wife's property is to be held jointly liable for 
the family necessaries of life, which have 
been ordered by either husband or wife and 
supplied for the family use. The associations 
intend to make an effort to inject this bill into 
coast polities this fall and to endeavor to 
pledge candidates in support of the biil when 
it comes up. If the retailers all over the coun- 
try had more live legislation of this kind 
there would be less dead money on their 
books and more honest people about. Market- 
men would be in a better position also.

It can 
thus be seen that over 3,000 people surge in 
and out from the small counter in quest of 
this decilious sweet. The little fairy dances 
her number and draws attention to the “Fairy 
Soap” with which her snowy garments have 
been washed. This booth is in charge of Mrs. 
Furr and Mrs. Mathey, who are tireless in 
their service and whose pleasant smiles and 
manner never seem to grow weary. The eat- 
ing public appear to find a lot of pleasure 
about this exhibit. 

Over at the Manhattan Cream Cheese ex- 
hibit of Crawford & Popper, those who are 
connoisseurs of cheese form in line and pa- 
tiently await their turn for a small portion of 
the delightful cream and other cheese served 
free at the exhibit’s counter by two very 
courteous ladies. From 18 to 20 large and 
from 12 to 15 small packages of cream are 
served in ample samples every day. One 
large package will yield about 130 portions, 
and a small one-half of that. So this booth 
touches about 3,500 tongues daily. The tast- 
ers are thirsty or husky or a little sticky 
in their throats about this line, and turn 
across to G. B. Seely & Sons, carbonated bev- 
erages exhibit, where Mr. Hlarry Goll and 
Mr. J. Coris see nothing but bottles and 
glasses all day, and hear nothing but popping 
corks, gurgling cold drinks and the voices oi 
a numerous thirsty army breasting the coun 
ter and in turn whispering, “I'll have a glass 
please.” Sometimes they are three deep. 
These urbane gentlemen, though sorely tried, 
are never worried. Before the show is over 
they will serve about 4,000 gallons of all 


sorts of carbonate beverages free at the rate 
of nearly 4,000 glasses per day. Just think of 
two men slaking 4,000 thirsts free, in twelve 
hours without a murmur and still have a pale 
smile left. It is the quality of the liquid 
which packs the thirsty about this artistic 
exhibit. In the meantime the cocoa and ex- 
tract lovers hunt up their specialties, for 
every one does not take or taste everything. 
A “phalanx” drop up alongside “Zomose,” 
glance curiously at the name Yves Marchier, 
read “Zomose, an Extract of Beef with Vege- 
tables,” and with temerity utter to the mod- 
est young lady, “May I try a taste?’ She 
complies and over 3,000 are Zomosed daily. 
The French Food Company would have a 
“drama of testimonials” if it had a tell tale 
phonograph adjacent to catch the smacks and 
lugubrious compliments of the respectable 
free luncher who swallows one joy and hunts 
another over at the B. T. Babbitt Baking 
Powder booth, where something like 3,500 
free hot biscuits made with powder are served 
as fast as the oven can turn them out. These 
biscuits are so relished that crowds rush over 
and say, “Please Mr. Man will you give us a 
biscuit to take over to the other counter to 
have some cocoa with?’ The immodesty of 
the request is complimentary to the biscuit, 
the cook and the cocoa, at which stand dainty 
fingers serve thousands of free cups daily to 
the fiends for this decoction. 

The Standard Food Company, at their 
Desipota stands hand out daily at least 40 
packages of 50 samples each or 2,000 free 
samples. 

Kirkman & Sou's Borax Soap occupy three 
spaces which seem to be a center of attrac- 
tion. They give out about 2,500 samples of 
soap daily to ladies and a number of adver- 
tising novelties and thousands of souvenir 
plates. The free distribution will cost them 
thousands of dollars. Mr. G. H. Naar and 
Mr. J. Nelulass, the well known New York 
representative, are present daily, The super- 
vision of the booth is under the management 
of Mr. J. M. Strachan, late advertising man 
of Pearline fame. This booth gives away 
20,000 pretty round glasses costing $35 per 
1,000—$700. Hecker’s Flour and the New 
York Gluten and Phosphate Food Co. have a 
traveling representative on the floor. He is 
a typical and inimitable hayseed who carries 
Hecker’s Buckwheat because it is self-rais- 
ing and will help Betsy. In the cereal booth 
of this company there are used for the daily 
service 40 Ibs. of buckwheat, 20 Ibs. of old 
Homestead, 30 lbs. of tapioca and 20 lbs, of 
gluten. The gluten is a side show of the New 
York Gluten and Phosphate Co. They also 
serve 150 large biscuits made of Hecker’s 
Superlative Self-raising Flour, 30 Ibs. self- 
raising gluten flour, 40 lbs. gluten breakfast 
food, 100 sample loaves gluten bread in small 
samples, 150 muffins (1,000 samples) from Old 
Homestead flour, and 100 gluten muffins 
nightly. These are served in pieces. In the 
Baker’s exhibit Hecker’s bake up an average 
of 7 loaves of flour daily, turning out about 
400 loaves of bread, with innumerable cakes 


and pastry. The pure gluten will only make 
about 60 1-lb. loaves of bread to the barrel 
of white flour.

The inevitable “chaser” 
can be found at the free Seely carbonated 
beverage booth, or, further east, the “Pine 
Lawn Spring Water” exhibit, where from 5 
to 10 p. m. between 20 and 30 gallons of 
water are served free to the thirsty. Car 
bonated waters are also served here for a 
small consideration. There are dozens of 
other exhibitors who are more or less liberal 
according to their wares and the size of their 
booths for accommodating the hungry, bur 
den carrying and thirsty crowd. The Thos. 
E. Pepper “fire water” and Ballentine’s 
“malt” station are closed to an army of dry 
throats which click as they pass and leave 
a lingering look. 


Holbrooks are heayy distributors of free 
things. They will give out 60,000 plates at 
$2.25 per 100—$1,350, 5,000 coupons which 
call for one bottle of Worcester sauce which 
retails at 25c. each, 5,000 packages in bags 
at 5e. each. Mr. H. De Lisser is the man 
ager, 

The American Biscuit Co. have a nice stand 
and give away 3,500 Favorite nut cakes, 175 
lbs. Favorite Milk, 3,000 samples Golden 
Gate butter crackers, 3 crackers to sample, 
9,000 biscuits—30 lbs.; 300 lbs, butter biscuits, 
18 boxes baby soda biscuits—9,000 samples, 
with 3 to sample—37,000 biscuits at 100 to 
lb.—270 lbs. This was given out to Satur 
day, Oct. 15; Summer toast, 1,000. 10,000 
samples, 2 to sample, 40 to lb.—50O Ibs., at 
7T5e. lb. 10,000 books at cost of $200; bags, 
ete., 10. 8,000 panels cuts—$120. To Oct. 15 
$110 in other samples.

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A Four-Thousand-Dollar Beefsteak. 
A very interesting bit of litigation occurred 
in the city of Pittsburg, P’a., a few days since, 
in which a prominent attorney figured as 
prosccutor. Some months since he had or- 
dered a beefsteak of a certain kind at a res- 
taurant, and another kind was brought him, 
with a bill two or three times as large as his 
order called for. He refused to pay, and after 
some altereation left the restaurant and was 
followed on the street by the proprietor, who 
had him arrested and lodged in jail until 
friends could be found who furnished bail. 
The result of the suit was a verdict of $4,000 
damages for false arrest, 


Sampson Not Guilty of Tainted Meat. 

Butcher M. M, Sampson, who was charged 
in the Oakland, Cal., courts with delivering 
tainted meat to the Camp Barrett soldiers, 
has been found not guilty by the jury. Now 
the Oakland butchers who believe Sampson 
guilty have taken up the matter and will try 
to secure another hearing and a conviction in 
some other way. 





Petitions in Bankruptcy. 

S. & H. Plaut, who assigned recently, have 
now filed a petition in bankruptcy. The peti- 
tion is filed in the name of Simon and Henry 
Plaut, as partners of the firm of S. & H. 
Plaut, doing business as butchers in Brook- 
lyn. The application was filed in the clerk’s 
ottice of the United States District Court 
through Ira Leo Bamberger, as attorney. 
They give thirty-seven creditors, with claims 
amounting to $22,757.12, with assets in out- 
standing bills amounting to $10,567.89. 








A Surprise Under a Market. 

Nauss Bros. are big meat men in New 
York City. They would be prominent in their 
line anywhere. Their three big markets in 
the city are models of light, neatness and or- 
der. They are busy marts. One passing the 
large plate glass windows and seeing the busy 
assistants serving the numerous customers 
passing to and fro would naturally think that 
the business ended there. Not so. A repre- 
sentative of this paper went down stairs in 
the 125th street place and, to his surprise, 
found an electric lighting plant, a curing, 
pickling and modern sausage factory in full 
blast. The other two places are as big as this 


one, 





Knocks Out Ice Boxes. 

Alderman Clark, of New Orleans, La., has 
sprung a surprise and a sensation on that city 
by introducing the following resolution which 
was adopted by the city council. 

Whereas, The placing of numerous ice boxes 
in the markets of the city of New Orleans 
has become a serious obstacle in keeping said 
market houses clean; and, 

Whereas, Said ice boxes are detrimental to 
the good health of the city, 

Be it ordained, That the lessees of the pub 
lic markets may place one ice box or refriger 
autor in each market, sufficient in capacity to 
store meats, fish, vegetables and other com- 
mestibles offered for sale in said markets, for 
the accommodation of the vendors thereof. 
And said contractor shall have the privilege 
of charging a reasonable fee fur storing. 

te it further ordained, That any person 
keeping an ice box, or chest, or refrigerator 
in the public markets of this city, except the 
lessees of said markets, shall be punished on 
conviction by a fine not exceeding $25 in 
amount; or by imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days; or both at the discretion of the 
court, and in default of the payment of said 
fine, an additional term of imprisonment may 


be imposed; provided, no term of imprison- 
ment shall.exceed thirty days. 

Under the ordinance butchers will have no 
control over their meat after the market day 
is over. There will be but one large cooler 
for all, under Gne superintendent, Eacn butch- 
er has his own ice box now. It will be a fine 
under the new ordinance to have a private re 
frigerator. The owner of the big cooler 
charges “reasonable” fee for its use, price not 
fixed. 





Rights of Sub Vendee to Recover. 

This happened in Tennessee, but good law 
is founded on equity and good sense, and 
what is good law in the land of “yaller corn” 
is good law all over the country. The rights 
of the chattel mortgage and bill of sale man 
ure wrapped in the folds of this decision, 
though it happens to be re a soda fountain in- 
stead of meat and provisions. In this case, 
the judge found for the complainant. The 
Court of Appeals affirmed it, and the last 
court affirmed that. The suit was docketed as 
A. Tschopik vs. Charles Lippincott & Co.— 
The question here is, can a sub-vendee on a 
conditional sale recover the purchase price? 
In 1893, Lippincott & Co. sold a soda foun- 
tain to one Spear, retaining the title until 
paid for. He defaulted in the payment there- 
for. A. Tschopik took the fountain and 
agreed with Lippincott & Co. to pay the re- 
mainder. He also defaulted and Lippincott 
& Co. replevined the fountatn and took pos- 
session of it. They got permission of Spear 
to sell the fountain, but Tschopik did not give 
his permission. Tschopik filed a bill to re- 
cover the money he paid on it because Lip- 
pincott failed to advertise the sale of the 
property. Complainant bases his right of re- 
covery on the Act of 1889, Chapter 81. Lip- 
pincott & Co. resisted on the grounds that 
they had permission of Spear who, they con- 
tended, was the original purchaser. This 
eourt thinks Tschopik was substituted for 
Spear and became the principal vendee, and 
his permission was necessary. The chancellor 
gave decree for complainant for full amount 
claimed, $225, with interest. This was re- 
duced to $175 by the Court of Chancery Ap- 
peals and is here affirmed. 





A Cat’s Foot in a Sausage. 

Secretary Hurty, of the Indiana State 
Board of Health, has a cat's foot which Dr. 
T. H. Davis, a member of the Board at Rich- 
mond, of that State, says was taken from a 
sausage. The minced cat and the telltale bone 
had reached the table and turned back at the 
mouth to go in quest of the maker of the 
links. Secretary Hurty has the bone, and 
every clue is being worked to find the manu- 
facturer. It was a local make. Some people 
insist on eating hand-made home-foundry do- 
mestic sausages in spite of the fact that their 
back fences are becoming quieter of nights. 
The bargain sausage is a mystery. It is bet- 
ter to eat the product of well known concerns 
which are handled by reliable butchers. 

Co-operative Siaughtering at Erie. 

Mr. Eichenlaub, of Erie, Pa., has the idea 
of building a co-operative slaughter house of 
his own. It will have all of the principles of 
Armour’s big plant. The co-operation is that 
the local butchers can kill their own beef and 
put it at once in cold storage until ready for 
use. In other words, it will be a city slaugh- 
ter house owned by a _ private party. Mr. 
Kichenlaub thinks that, ultimately, the Erie 
Board of Health will kill all of the little 
slaughter houses about the city, and then his 
big place will be a much needed thing. The 
place will cost about $30,000. Only enough 
ice will be manufactured to supply the cold 
storage plant. This plant is needed in Erie. 


AMONG THE ASSOCIATIONS. 


New Association at Cohoes. 
The retail butchers of Cohoes, N. Y., met 
Wednesday night last for the purpose of 





forming an association. Speakers were pres- 
ent from Troy and Albany. This association 
will be a member of the Eastern Association. 


The butchers of Fort Dodge, Iowa, have 
reached an agreement upon the matter of 
Sunday closing. They will sell no more meat 
on Sunday. Some of the meat dealers have 
advocated this for a long time. The closing 
agreement went into effect last Saturday. It 
is to be a hard and fast rule among the mar- 
kets, and it is a good rule. 


The Grand Rapids (Mich.) grocers have 
been asked by the Retail Butchers’ and Gro- 
cers’ Protective Association of Detroit to join 
them in a petition to the Legislature of Michi- 
gan soliciting such a change in the State oleo- 
margarine law as to permit manufacturers to 
color it like butter. At a discussion of the 
matter the majority of the Detroit accosiation 
favored the request. 


A. Tait and the two other retail butchers 
who were partially successful plaintiffs 
in the recent damage suits against the whole- 
sale and retail butchers’ combine at Butte, 
Mont., and who received $1,000 damages in- 
stead of the $10,000, moved for a new trial. 
Some errors crept into the record. These 
have been amended and the whole case will 
be reheard. The next jury may ask this ques- 
tion: “Is it justice or money they wish?’ and 
may answer by giving them neither. 





Tuesday night of last week the Butchers’ 
Association of Philadelphia decided officially 
to participate in the forthcoming Peace Ju- 
bilee. The Independent and Kensington So- 
cieties decided to take part in the procession. 
The joint decision was not to participate by 
clubs, but to enter as individuals and mix up. 
The application committee consists of C. 
Ehringer, president; E. Mayerle, treasurer; 
F.. Jocher, secretary; John Schmidt, marshal. 
The costume which the members of the asso- 
ciation will wear consists of a white butcher’s 
smock, with a blue silk sash and a high hat. 
Every man will be mounted. 





At a meeting of the Retail Butchers’ Asso- 
ciation of Cleveland, O., held Tuesday even- 
ing of last week, Mr. D. J. Haley, of Troy, 
N. Y., secretary of the Eastern Association, 
made an address, in which he spoke of the 
work in the East. O. L. Mason spoke on the 
local rendering plant. A. C. Behmer addressed 
the association in German. Addresses were 
also made by P. H. McMeeley, W. J. Cobble- 
dick, Samuel Meyers, A. S. Pickering and W. 
H. Seager. About 400 butchers listened to 
the speakers and gave then a good hearing. 
The association has about 400 members. They 
are enrolling. The Eastern and Western As- 
sociations work on Ohio as neutral territory. 


The Retail Butchers’ Association of Syra- 
euse, N. Y., now issues a four-page weekly 
bulletin, published Wednesday, giving the 
scheduled prices of meat, etc. This is pub- 
lished Wednesdays, and sent out to the mar- 
ketmen as a guide. The first bulletin was 
issued about six weeks ago. The committee 
gauges the prices and recommends them. 
There is no penalty for violating them. Here 
is the weekly bulletin classification for the 
week ending Oct. 20: Pork—Best No. 1 
roasts, lle.; No. 1 chops, 12c.; California 
hams, 7c.
